THE TRANSMISSION OF 
RESOLUTIONS. 



THE 



Tbe Assembly yesterday assumed the re- 
spoDaibility of telegraphing ita resolutions 
on Iho state of the colony to Mr. Cardwell. 
Thero is but one opinion in tbo community 
on tho subject, nnd tbat ono endorBos fully 
and unreservodlj' tbo action of tho House. 
Tho public intorest cannot wait for His Ex- 
cellency Governor Kennody or tbo official 
Council. If tbcBO goutlemen aro opposed to 
a onion of tbe colonies based on a cheap and 
liberal system of Government, let thorn lay 
thoir reasons before Hor Majesty's Govern- 
ment ; no ono attempts to throw any 
obstacles iri their way ; but to put forward 
their dog in tho manger policy in this oase 
as they have done in nearly every other is 
not only to exposo themselves to unmerited 
ridicule, but to tho condemnation of the 
whole community. The facts of tbe case are 
correctly put in the resolutions published 
olaewhere, which passod tho Uouse yesterday, 
in reply to ITia Excellency's communication. 
In that communication Govornor Kennedy 
says : " I apprehend that any rcsolntions of 
one branch of tho Legislature having for 
their objoct a change in tho form of Govern- 
ment and union of this colony and British 
Columbia would be valueless without tho 
concurrence of the other branches of the 
Legislature, and that I should render myself 
responsible for tho establishment of an irro. 
gular and inexpedient precedent by trans- 
mitting these resolutions (passed, as I under- 
stand, in secret session) without affording the 
legislative Council on opportunity of ex- 
pressing an opinion upon them. I am directed 
by tho instructions laid down for my guid- 
ance to accompany all communications en- 
trusted to me for transmission to Iler Majes- 
ty's Government by such report as their 
contents may appear to require. This mani- 
festly cannot bo dono by telegraph. I have 
now submitted iheso resolutions to the Legis- 
lative Council, and on receiving the opinion of 

♦ !,at hndv will lose no time in transmitting 
thorn with my repori meroon io am majotP 

ty's Secretary of Stato for the Colonies-" 

Now in wriling this communication Uis 
Excellency must have known that the reso- 
lutions could not, if sent in tho way he 
prescribes, reach England before the Proro- 
gation of Parliament, and would therefore be 
utterly useless. The object of tbe House, as 
His Excellency very wo!l knew, was to lay 
tho opinion of the representatives of the 
people beforo Mr. Cardwell at a time when 
that opinion might influence the action of tbe 
Imperial authorities on the union question, to 
these colonies' benefit. Tho telegraph was 
the only medium by which this could be 
done, but that was tbo very medium which 
His Excellency declared should not be em- 
ployed. Ho could not send his own remarks 
by telegraph. Why not, we should like to 
know, if it was requisito to send liia re- 
marks nt all ! Is the electrio or magnetic 
means ol communication too undignified for so 
important a personage as tho Govornor of 
Vuncouver Island ? Or iB his Excelleucy 
struggling with tho nightmore which took 
hold of Mr. Eraser, and mado him shudder 
at tho idea of " foreigners and others knowing 
our affairs," by the transmission of resolu- 
tions that had boen already published ! We 
can imagine with what anxiety the tele- 
graphic operators in the United States would 
listen to the State secrets of Vancouver Is- 
land — how they would strain their ears to 
catch the words of Governor Kennedy io 
compliment of tbo people and their represen- 
tatives. Tho misfortune would be, however, 
that nino out of ten of the operators would 
ask who is Governor Kennedy, and whore is 
Vancouver Island. 

We cannot help thinking that both the 
Govornor and Council have made thomselves 
in this matter supromoly ridiculous. Tho 
Govornor, because ho has shown a nervous 
anxiety to placo the resolutions before his 
own officials, and tbo most laughablo timidity 
about sonding messages by telegraph, and 
the Council, because thoy will be Bitting to- 
day discussing resolutions that are now in 
New York. Mr. VV. A. G. Young and his 
colleagues will havo to content themselves 
with a lit t Io harmless thunder aimed at the 
Lower House unless, indeed, thoy essay the 
task of proving Io tho Homo Government 
that they and not the Assembly represent 
tho people of Vanoouvor Island. This is 
Iho idea ontertained by tho Colonial 
Secretary, and we havo no doubt so astute 
a Btateamnn muat ho correct. We nro 
rathor of opinion, however, that Mr. Cardwell 
will think alittlo dilToreutly, nnd that whether 
tho telegram bo informal in itself or sent in 
an informal way, the unanimous opinion and 
prayor of tho members of the Assembly ol 
Vancouver Island will not, in tbo present 
critical stato of affairs, be transmitted to Her 
Majesty's Government in vain.

Death of General Scott. — The Overland 
Telegraph announces the doatb of one of tho 
most noiablo mon in American history. 
YVinfield Scott was born in 178C, beforo our 
ConBtitatioa was framed, and bo lived until 
after ita permanence had boon socorcd by* tlio 
overthrow of tho groat political lieiesy of 
secession, which had throutennd its oxislenco 
for nearly hall a century. IIo was a Cap^ 
tain in Ibo regular army at the beginning of 
tho war of 1812, and a Major-General soon 
after itB oloaa. He was the chief military 
hero of tho contest, having shown eminent 
oourago, judgment, quick perception and 
tact. It was not, however, until 1814 that 
bo became tho head of the army, a position 
which he tlmn held for twenty years. In 
1847 he led the American nrmy lo the Cap- 
ital of Mexico, in a campaign that deserves 
to rank among tho greatest military achieve- 
ments on record. With only 12.000 men he 
oonquerod a country lhat had 60,000 soldiers 
in arms, and with 4,000 ho marched into its 
chief cily, where 32,000 Mexicans had been 
entrenchoJ. His civil government was Dot 
lees successful than his campaign in war, 
and many of the principal Mexicans ex- 
pressed their regret at bis departure. In 
1842 he was instrumental in prosorving 
peace with Great Britiau, when there was 
an acrimonious dispute about tho Maine 
boundary lino, and in 1859 he again was 
peacemaker, in the mntter of San Juan ; in 
lhat year he visited our city as a commiss 1 ; 
ioner, and was received by the people of 
San Francisco with many demonstrations of 
profound respect. In I860 he urRcd Buc - 
hanan to garrison and strengthon tho 
southern forts, and altor the administration 
of Lincoln came into power, he throw all his 
influence and energy in favor of it and the 
preservation of the Union, to the cause ol 
which ho remained faithful throughout. In 
1855 he was created Lieutenant General, 
and he held the position until Grant suc- 
ceeded him. Generul Scott went Co Kuropo for 
bis health in 1801, and lately ho has been 
sojourning in New Orleans, whore he died, 
at the ago of 80, full of years and honors. 
The heart of the nation will follow him to 
the grave with sadness for his loss, with ad- 
miration for his intelloot, and with esteem 
for bis moral qualities. His fame will bo 
cherished as part of our national greatness.

The continental news continues warlike. 
Bismarck had issued an important circular, 
dated the 4th, and addressed to the Prussian 
representatives abroad, which says : — All our 
information agrees that a determination to 
make war is settlod at Vienna. Not only 
was there manifested an utter abseneo of all 
readiness to enter into confidential negotia- 
tions to discuss tho possibilities of an agree- 
ment ; but expressions of influential Austrian 
statesmen and counsellors ol the Emperor 
havo been reported lo tho King [of Prussia] 
from au authentic source, which leaves no 
doubt that the Imperial Ministry desire war 
at any price, partly in the hope of successes 
in the field, and partly to heal domestic diffi- 
culties — nay, even Austrian finances, by 
popular contributions or by honorable bank- 
ruptcy. The fact of war is settled by this 
determination at Vienna, and tho only fur- 
ther point is to chooso a favorable time to 
begin. 

The London Times says such a dispatch as 
the above has not often been penned by a Eur- 
opean minister. Tho Prussian statesman 
now thinks courtesy unnecessary in com- 
munications with Austria. All the pride and 
bitter hostility which have been necessarily 
repressed during the long negotiations moy 
now be repealed. The dispatch breathes the 
spirit ol war, and seems to have been writlcr 
ia anticipation of immodiate ruptnro. 

The London Telegraph says with this 
dispatch the last hope of peaco disappeared. 
Hostilities became evident. The Prussian 
division under General Fliess had crossed tho 
Eider into llolstcin. They are said to be 
ordered to occupy Rendsburg, Kiel, and 
Fredericksladt. The Austrians were reported 
evacuating Kiel nnd concentrating at Altona, 
where General Goblenlz and ntiiff had os-> 
tahlished headquarters. On the 8th the 
Prussian troops moved forward and occupied 
Rendsburg. They wero peacefully met by 
the Austrian garrison, who evacuated the 
post tho same day. The parting was friendly. 
General Goblenlz issued a proclamation pro- 
testing against the Prussian occupation of 
llolstcin. He daily expected orders to attack 
the Prussians arid uso every effort to rout 
them. He has announced tho transfer of the 
Government of the Duchy of Holsiein to 
the city of Altona. 

It is reported that the Prussians would 
forcibly prevent on assembling ol the Es- 
tates of Holstein nt Altona. 

Last accounts say tho Emperor of Austria 
has ordorod Goblentz to avoid an engagement. 
Goblontz is further ordered to retain ibo civil 
functionaries in power and delay the declar- 
ation of martial law. Tho Emperor claims 
that nflairs now stand as Ihoy did previous to 
the Gasiien Convention, 

Vienna dispatches say diplomatic relations 
between Austria and Prussia will ccaso the 
moment the Prussian delegation lo the Diet 
leaves Frankfurt to return. The Crown 
Princo of Piussia has been appointed Gov- 
ernor of Silesia during the mobilization of the 
army. A Florence telegram says Italy will 
commence hostilities as soon as war is opened 
by Prussia. A decree was issued in 
Florenoo on the 3d calling out for service 
the second categories of classes of 1842 nnd 
1843 ; others still will soon be called. The 
cholera is elill continuing its ravages in Hol- 
land ; returns from Rotterdam state of 85 
cases, 45 has provod iutal. Cholera has 
broken out ia Nantes; thero are 15 to 20 
cases daily, though few deaths. Finanoial 
affairs in London are considered favorable. 
The bank report shows receipts unusually 
large. Consignments from America in the 
strong anticipation of tho decline in tho rate 
of discount has given firmness to all kinds of 
funds; the rate ol Bank discount is ton per 
cent, but good private paper is taken lor 
nino on the market. Measures uro boing 
taken for Iho re-establishment o. the Con- 
solidated Hank. The weekly report of tho 
Bauk ol Franco shows a further incrcaso of 
39,000.000 francs. The Bourse was quiet and 
steady ; Rentes, G7f !)0e.

Tho Curiboo Sentinel of the 7th and 11th 
camo to hand yesterday by tho steamer En- 
terprise, containing n lengthy summary of 
mining news, for which wo aro unable to 
find epnee in this ieBuo. Tho following epi- 
tome of tho news appears in Iho Columbian : 
WILLIAMS creek, 
Tho money market was still depressed, but 
the great bulk of the claims were in working 
order, and expected in a few days to exhibit 
au activity and remunorativeness not wit- 
nessed since 18G3. More atlention is boing 
turned to tho upper portion of tho oroek, more 
or less prospoctcd in 18G3, but sinco dis- 
carded as useless. In ono claim there, tho 
San Juan, S?2 to thrt.jiati has been obtained. 
On tho Gill tho Aurora Company washed up 
300 ounces, being the result of three days' 
work. On the lOih tho Davis Company 
washed up 98 ounces, Last Chance Company 
(incline) struck a prospect on the 9th of ?l 5u 
to tho pan. Last Chance Compuny (shaflj 
aro making from 30 to 50 ounces every two 
shifts; Iho pay dirt is 40 foot wido. The 
Cameron Company washed up 80 ouuees on 
the 5lh nnd 80 ounces on the 9th ; they would 
hnvo ovei 200 ounces for the woek ; thoy nre 
working uudor tho town site. Tho Raby 
Company aro averaging 15 ouncos a duy. —

Nowe has been received at Seymour that 
coarso gold has been struck in paying quan- 
tities in several claims on French Creek, nnd 
that quite an excitement has sprung up in 
consequence. The gold has been found at a 
depth of seven and eight foot from the surlace. 
Soveral parties have como over to Seymour 
from the mines and purchased provisions, 
paying for them in gold dust. The morchants 
and pooplo of Seymour wore in good spirits 
over iho news. 

Tho latest dates from those mines aro to 
the 8th instant. On French Creek, Monroo 
and Bella companies havo taken out gold ; 
tbo former with four men have ranged from 
nino to thirteen ounces per day ; this claim 
is quito shallow, from two to five feet. Dis- 
covery claim, working in the bank, have 
also taken out gold, making one day eight 
ounces and threo dollars. About forty 
claims are located, and will get (airly at 
work in ten days. Tho Half-breed company 
are proparing to flume French Creek, aud 
the company adjoining havo nearly finished 
their wing dam. About fivo hundred men 
remain on tho river aud four hundred at 
Seymour waiting lor Iho water to subside.

THE H, C. TARIFF ACT. 

A message was read from tho Governor 
acknowledging receipt of the memorial to 
the Colouial Office and stating that the Bame 
should be forwarded. 

POLICE ENQUIRY. 

Mr. McClure introduced his motion for the 
appointment of a Committeo to CDquiro into 
tho condition of tbe Polico Department. He 
believed in the necessity of tlio motion as 
the policemon were leaving the lorcc and 
complaints wero mado of tho management 
of tho Department. 

The speaker raised tho question of the 
right ofa committee of tho Houso to call for 
papers, aud after tome discussion on the 
point, it was held that the committeo might 
apply for what papers wore requirod 
through tbo Houso. 

The motion was agreed to, the movor and 
Messr?. Trimble and Pidwell being plaoed 
upon the committeo. 

CROWN REVENUE RETURNS' 

Dr. Ash's resolution was unanimously 
agieed to. 

LOAN" BILL. 

The $90,000 loan hill passed tho second 
rending, Messrs. Young and Dickson dis- 
senting. 

STATE OF THE COLONY. 

Houso weul into oommitteo on this sub- 
ject, and sat with closed doors for the re- 
mainder of the alternoon. 

Tbe following resolutions from the Com- 
mittee of Iho whole Houso, tbe Standing 
Ordors having been suspended, were passed : 

1. The House beg3 respectfully lo acknow- 
ledge tho rooeipt of His Excellency's do- 
spatch, No. 24, dated 18th June, 18G6. 

2. The House is surprised to find that His 
Excellency should havo considered it ex- 
pedient to lay the Resolutions (15th June) 
before tho Legislative Council instead of 
telegraphing them to their destination, as de- 
sirod by the House. 

3. Tho House is of opinion that tbe Resolu* 
tions should not have been sent to the Legis 
lative Council, as tho House only intended to 
to express its own opinion (in advance ol a 
Memorial upon the samo subject), and ro 
quested the eamo to be sent by telegraph, 
because if sont by steamor tho Imperial 
Parliament would havo been prorogued be- 
fore such Resolutions could have reached 
their destination. 

4. The House moreover considers that 
suoh Resolutions should not be sent to the 
Legislative Council, five-eighlhs of that 
honorable body being officials, and it was 
hardly right to ask thoso members to give a 
decision upou a question materially affecting 
their own interests. 

5. Tho Hojpo deeming these Resolutions 
to be of tho utmost importance at the present 
moment, from tho fact that the question ol 
union is under the consideration of Her 
Majesty's Govornmont, and lhat her Majo8ty'<« 
Government is liable to be influenced by 
persons inimical to tho best interests of Van- 
couver Island and British Columbia as well 
as (though perhaps unwittingly) to Imperial 
interests, has adopted tbo following resolution 
which has boon added lo the Resolutions 
(15th June) and ordered to bo tolegraphed 
lorthwilh : 

" The Houso regrets that His Excellency's 
determination should havo compelled tho 
House to adopt this unusual Bourse, bat at 
the saino timu feels convinced not only ol the 
necessity but also of tho propriety of tbo 
steps taken. 

'' liy unanimous resolution Mr, Speaker is 
ordered to forward tho foregoing resolutions, 
because tho Governor declines telegraphing 
them unless approvod by the Legislative 
Council, live-eighths of whom ure oiiiciule." 

The House adjourned till Thursday (to- 
day) at 3 p.m.
